Roosevelt Cables to Kaiser. 


President Roosevelt was the principal 
speaker at the commencement exercises at 
Memorial Hali, which was jammed with 
fully 2,500 graduates and women and 
children. He made a plea for ideals 
of the college in business life, wanted 
men to be better than “ glorified pawn- 
brokers "' and refined idlers. He objected 
to brutality, sensationalism, and profes- 
sionalism in college sport. He warned 
men of vast wealth that their violation of 
the spirit of the law was breeding vio- 
lence in the country. ‘ 

Hie was conspicuous all day and so busy 
that his conference with Secretary Taft 
on Panama matters had to go over till 
evening. Everywhere he went he was 
followed by large crowds of graduates 
and undergraduates and cheered lustily. 

After visiting the Harvard Germanic 
museum to-day and seeing the gifts of 
the German Emperor, he sent this cable- 
gram to Emperor William: 

“*T have just been visiting at Harvard 
University and the Germanic museum, the 
foundation of which we so largely owe to 
your interest. I take this occasion to 
thank you, and through you the German 
people for the many acts of courtesy and 
kindliness which in recent years have 
steadily brought closer together the Ger- 
man and American peoples. 

“This growing friendship between the 
two nations means much for the future 
welfare of mankind, and I wish to thank 
you personally for the efforts you have 
made to foster it.’ 

At the Harvard Union luncheon Mr. 
Roosevelt took a hand in the demonstra- 
tion, slapping his hands together vigorous- 
ly and leading “ three long ones for Major 
Higginson,”’ the donor of Soldiers’ Field 
and the big clubhouse.

YALE’S ROCKEFELLER MILLION 


Her Greatest Gift—Total of $2,000,000 
Raised by Secretary Stokes,

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 28,—-Presi- 
dent Hadley of Yale announced at the 
Alumni dirner in Woolsey Hall this after- 
noon that John D. Rockefeller had given 
$1,000,000, and that Yale graduates had 
contributed another $1,000,000 to the per- 

manent erdowment fund of the uni- 
versity. The names of the graduate do- 
nators were not disclosed, and will not be 

until the entire fund of $5,000,000 is raised, 

| but it is understocd they are largely New 
| York men. ‘The sums they, gave varied 
from $50,000 to $250,000. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s gift is made with the 
single condition that the money is to be 
invested in income-producing securities 
and preserved inviolate as endowment for 
the institution, the annual income only to 
be used for current expenses.” President 
Hadley kept the announcement until the 
close of the meeting, when the after- 
dinner speakers had finished. The ring- 
'ing tones in which he made it, and the 
; tumultuous applause with which the big 
| assemblage broke up, guarantee that there 
| will be no “ tainted-money ”’ talk at Yale. 

All but a small fraction of the $2,000,000 
of gifts was obtained directly by Secre-

It is far and away the 
largest amount ever given to Yale. The 
most liberal benefactors of the university 
in the past have been the Sheffield fam- 
ily, the founders of the Scientific School, 
and their combined donations do not total 
much more than half a million dollars, 
This is Mr. Rockefeller’s first gift to 
Yale. His closest connection with the uni- 
versity is through his nephews, William 
G. Rockefeller and Percy Rockefeller, sons 
of his brother William. The older 
nephew was in the class of 1892 and 
Percy was in 1900. Perey was one of the 
most popular men in his class, a member 
of Skull and Bones, and manager of the 
football team in his senior year. It is

ODESSA, June 28.—The red flag of 
revolution is hoisted at the masthead of 


the Kniaz Potemkine, Russia’s most 


powerful battleship in the Black Sea, 
which now lies in Odessa Harbor in the 


hands of mutineers. With her are two 


torpedo boats, the crews of which have 


also mutinied. 

The Captain and most of the officers 
of the battleship were murdered and 
thrown overboard in the open sea, and 
the ship is completely in the possession 
of the crew and a few officers who 


have cast in their lot with the muti- 
neers. 

The guns of the Kniaz Potemkine 
command the city, and in the streets 
masses of striking workmen who yes- 
terday fled before ‘the volleys of the 
troops are now inflamed by the specta- 
cle of open revolt on board an imperial 
warship, and are making a bold front 
against the military. 

The main squadron of the Black Sea 
fleet, consisting of the battleships 
Georgi Pobiedonosetz, (George the Vic- 
torious,) Tria Sviatitelia, Rostislav, and 
Dkaterina II., with two cruisers, is ex- 
pected to arrive here to-night and a 
regular naval battle is in prospect. 

The rioters are in a most defiant 
mood, and are not inclined to surrender 
without fighting. 

Coal Steamer Seized. 


In the course of the day one of the 
rebel torpedo boats seized the Russian 
steamer Esperanza in the harbor, The 
steamer was laden with 2,000 tons of 
coal, which the battleship has taken on 
board. 

Reports of the mutiny, which’ oc- 
curred while the battleship was at sea, 
|are difficult to obtain, as the mutineers 
refuse to allow communication with the 
shore, but it is ascertained that it arose 
from the shooting of a sailor who was 
presenting on behalf of the crew a 
complaint against bad food. 

According to one version, this sailor, 
whose name was Omiltchuk, objected 
to the quality of the “ borchtch,” or 
soup, and was immediately shot down 
by a mess officer. The crew then rose 
and seized the ship and the officers, 
eight of whom were spared on condition 
that they joined the mutineers. The 
others were killed and their bodies 
were thrown overboard.

LONDON, Thursday, June 29.—A dis- 
patch from Odessa to a news agency, 
dated last night, says: 

“The whole of the quays and the 
buildings around the harbor, as well as 
much of the shipping, are in flames. 

‘* Mobs of incendiaries by armed force 
prevented the fire brigade from work- 
ing. 

“The troops are completely terror- 
ized, and are afraid to approach within 
range of the Kniaz Potemkine’s guns, 
which threaten a disastrous bombard- 
ment, 

“The city is appallingly illuminated 
by burning buildings, and terror pre- 
vails everywhere, Sleep is impossible, 
and everybody is watching and waiting. 

“The whole garrison has been requi- 
sitioned for patrol duty. 

“It is thought that it may become 
necessary to summon foreign warships 
for the protection of the foreign colo-

FEAR FOR BRITISH SHIPS. 


Large Number Now at Odessa—Hun- 


dreds of English Residents. 

LONDON, Thursday, June 29.—The 
ominous news from Odessa has created 
a tremendous sensation in shipping cir- 
cles both here and at Liverpool owing 
to the large British trade with Odessa, 
and to the fact that much British 
shipping is now in the harbor there. 

Between 400 and 500 British resi- 
dents are engaged in business at Odes- 
sa for British firms, and on their ac- 
count considerable anxiety is felt lest 
the town be bombarded. 

Knowledge that disaffection has been 
rife for some months past in the Black 
Sea fleet, that there have been incen- 
diary fires in the shipbuilding yards at 
Sevastopol, and that naval mutinies 
have occurred leads to the fear that 
should the Sevastopol squadron reach 
Odessa it may be induced to join the 
mutineers. 

Several members of the House of 
Commons having business relations 
with Russia were questioned in the lob- 
by of the House last night and admit- 
ted that they regarded the situation 
with the utmost concern. The major- 
ity, however, inclined to the opinion 
that the trouble was local and that it 
did not necessarily show that the whole 
country was ripe for revolution.

Official Commission's Report — Ex- 
citement in Poland Spreads. 


LODZ, June 28.—The commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into the disturbances 
of last Friday has arrived here and has 
given out a statement to the effect that 
the number killed was over 500 and the 
number of wounded over 1,000. The 
commission has severely reprimanded 
the Chief of Police for neglecting to 
stop the disorders befdre they became 
serious. ;

Society has always owned a controlling 
interest in the stock of the Mercantile 
Trust Company. 

Since May, 1875, the investment of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society in the 
stock of the Mercantile Trust Company 
has been at par, one million one hun- 
dred and one thousand dollars 

In the then condition of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society this investment 
was an important item in its assets. 

From what my father has told me, and 
from documents in my possession, I obtain 
these facts, namely: 

Prior to the dates referred to by Sup- 
erintendent Hendricks a portion of the 
business of the Mercantile Trust Company 
had been a safe deposit business, 
in the year 1875, after full discussion 
among its Directors and stockholders, it 
was determined to give up the safe de- 
ponte business and to sell out the safe 

eposit lease and its interest in the safe 
deposit business to another company. This 
was done partly for the purpose of re- 


| organizing the business of the Mercan- 


tile Trust Company, but mainly because, 
as a result of the panic of 1873, it was 
necessary for the ercantile Trust Com- 
pany to procure a considerable amount 
of cash in order to prevent its insolvency. 

In order to make this purchase the Mer- 
cantile Safe Deposit Company was organ- 


j} ized, with a capital stock of $300,000. The 


lease now criticised was then in existence, 
and was assigned to and assumed by the 
Mercantile Safe Deposit Company upon 
its organization. The a ie books 
to the Mercantile Safe Deposit Company 
stock were opened for subscription after 
due published notice, and every Director 
and stockholder in the Mercantile Trust 
Company, as well as every Direetor and 
stockholder in the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society and the society itself, were 
invited to subscribe to the stock of the 
Mercantile Safe Deposit Company. Owing 
to the then experimental nature of the 
safe deposit company’s business and the 
pecuniary : liability supposed to be in- 
curred by stockholders therein, this offer 


|met with little response, and my father 


subscribed for and personally took and 
nearly all of the stock of the 


As the result of this $200,000 in cash was 
paid to the Mercantile Trust Company 
for its lease of the Safe Deposit vaults 
and for the good-will of its safe-deposit 
business, and the remaining $100,000 were 
y»aid in to the treasury of the Mercantile 
Bate Deposit Company. He subsequently 
offered this stock to the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society at cost to him. This 
offer was declined after the Directors of 
the society and its legal advisers had 
looked carefully into the whole matter, 


jand it was decided for the best interests 
of the society, instead of

stock, to continue the lease which is now 
criticised. 


In ‘October, 1877, two years and four 
months before the date fixed by Superin- 
tendent Hendricks, the second lease now 
complained of was made to the Equitable 
Safe. Deposit Company. of Boston. The 
capital stock of this safe deposit company 
was $25,000, all subscribed for and taken 
by my father at the request of the Board 
of Directors of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society, the society having an option 
of taking this whole stock at par when- 
Subsequently, at 
the request of the socigty, this stock was 
transferred by my father to the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company at par. 

In December, 1879, a committee of the 
Board of Directors of the E 
Assurance Society reported that the cap- 
ital stock of the Equitable Safe Deposit 
Company could for the moment only be 
estimated as at, or near, its cost value, 
but that the committee thought it had a 
prospective value, and recommended its 
sale so that it might at once be converted 
Into a large and valuable cash asset. 


This committee said, ‘‘ The direct in- 
terests of the Equitable Life Assurance 


Society in whatever benefits the Mercan- | 


tile Trust Cémpany will explain why it 
should properly and readily extend rea- 
sonable help in profitably developing the 
assets of the trust company.’’ 

The committee recommended that the 
Equitable Safe Deposit Company should 
be reorganized on a basis of a capital of

1875; so that the Equitable Life Insurance 
Society now ‘has a profit of $9,909,000 re- 
sulting directly from the organization and 
purchase of these three safe deposit com- 
panies by my father and from the per- 
sona} pecuniary risk which he took in or~ 
der to save the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany. 

Whatever the pecuniary results to the 
society may have been from the leases, 
considered by themselves and measured 
by their results, (and on this point I have 
at the moment no figures at my com- 
mand,) it does not follow that because the 
rentals paid seem low at the present time 
that they were unfair when made. The 
fairness of these rentals was most care- 
fully considered and assented to by the 
Directors of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society at the time they were made, and 
it is Obvious that no safe deposit com- 
pany would enter into a lease of premises 
of the nature required by them unless for 
a long time. So far as the Mercantile 
Safe Beposit Company is concerned, the 
premises leased to it were formerly used 
as coal bunkers and for the storage of 
old lumber and rubbish, and it is doubtful 
whether they could have been made to 
pay any income except in the way adopted. 

Again it must not be forgotten that the 
expenditures of the society charged by 
Superintendent Hendricks against the 
leases represent permanent improvements 
in property owned by the society, all of 
which permanent mprovements have 
been paid for by the safe deposit company 
and are now up to date and complete, so 
that corresponding expenditures will not 
be required in the future, and the net 
rent will be correspondingly increased. 
It must also be borne in mind that the 
success of these three safe deposit com- 
panies resulting in the dividends paid 
upon their several capital stocks was due 
in the main to the personal efforts of my 
father in organizing what was then a 
new and considered to be a hazardous 
business, and in building them up_into 
their present prosperous condition. Their 
value is mainly in the good-will of the 
business thus established and maintained 
by him. 

In short, at a great pecuniary personal 
risk to himself, my father took up these 
safe deposit company businesses, then an 
asset considered of little or no value, and 
in which neither the society nor the Mer- 
cantile Trust Company nor any of their 
Directors or stockholders were willing to 
invest, thereby producing a_ profit of 
about $9,909,000 to the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society, and, incidentally, erect- 
ing the safe deposit business from an ex- 
periment into an established success. 

In view these facts I maintain, and 
I think it’ cannot be gainsaid, that no 
| just criticism can be made of my father 
for these transactions, obviously entered 
into not for the purpose of personal gain 
|}to himself but for the purpose of bene- 
fiting the society at his own personal 
risk. 

I further call attention to the fact that 
these leases complained of were made 
either before I was born or during my 
childhood. 'They have been a part of the 
records of the society and open to the in- 
spection of every Superintendent of In- 
surance for from twenty to thirty years 
past, during the greater part o which 
time my father,and the Directors who 
voted for thesé Ieases were alive and 
could have explained the facts, but so far 
as I knew these transactions during all 
this time have remained unchallenged. 

I beg to be permitted to add a few 
words not by way of enswer but in refer- 
ence to certain statements made by the 
Superintendent of Insurance in his report 
concerning certain features of the man- 
agement of. the society since 1 became 
one of its officers. 


COMMERCIAL TRUST COMPANY OF 
PHILADELPHIA.—The Superintendent of 
Insurance reaches the conclusion that the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society has lost 
a substantial sum of money by reason of 
its transactions with this trust company. 
which conclusion, as I understand it, is 
based mainly upon the proposition that 
the trust company received 6 per cent. on 
the amounts advanced by it on agents’ 
balances, while it paid to the society only 
8 per cent. on the society's deposits with 
it. In reachirg this conclusion the Super-

Syndicate Transactions.—_I have previ- 
ously offered to permit the Board of Di- 
rectors of the society to determine wheth- 
er or not I should account to the society 
for any of the profits in these transac- 
tions, and if so, to what extent. As the 
board has taken no action on this offer 
and as tho claim has frequently been 
made and reiterated that, both as a legal 
and as a moral proposition I should pay 
the full amount in these transactions to 
the society, and as these claims have been 
made upon what I believe to be a misap- 
prehension of facts, I think it would be 
fairer and more satisfactory to all con- 
cerned that this question should be de- 
termined by the courts after hearing tes- 
timony and after deliberation. 

At the yioment I only call attention to 
the facts that these syndicates were not 
organized for the purpose of selling secur- 
ities to the society, that they did not sell 
any securities to the society; that in every 
instance the issue of the securities under- 
written in any part by these syndicates 
was oversubscribed, and that it did not 
make a particle of pecuniary difference to 
the members of any of,these syndicates 
whether the Equitable did or did not pur- 
chase any of the securities which those 
syndicates had taken part in underwrit- 
ing. The fact that the Equitable did pur- 
chase from the banking houses some se- 
curities of the same class which were thus 
underwritten was a mere coincidence. No 
money was made by these syndicates at 
the loss or at the risk of the society. 

It is also important to note that in near- 
ly every case the purchases by the society 
of the so-called syndicate securities were 
authorized or ratified by the vote of the 
proper committees of the board, of which 
a majority of the members present and 
voting were not interested in the under- 
writing. In the cases where this did not 
happen, I was not present at the meetings 
of the committees at which these pur- 
chases were authorized or ratified. The 
Superintendent of Insurance is understood 
to complain that the amounts alotted to 
these syndicates were not taken by the 
society instead of by the individuals com- 
posing the syndicates, because the price 
which the society paid on its purchases 
was higher than the price at which the 
allotments were made to the syndicates. 

It seems quite obvious thatsexcept in 
very rare cases the trust funds of the 
scciety should not be risked in guarantee- 
ing the sale of an untried security, or, in 
other words, in underwriting its issue. 
When, however, the issue has been en- 
tirely underwritten by responsible people, 
and a market for the securities thereby 
established, their value as an investment 
can be considered as substantially in- 
creased and the purchase under these cir- 
cumstances by the society would be justi- 
fiable when in most instances the under- 
writing would not be. The Su 
of Insurance is mistaken in his statement 
that I introduced these syndicate trans- 
actions.

‘“*So much for the first 
university, the sending forth of a small 
number of scholars of the highest rank 
who will do productive work of the first 
class. Now turn to the second, and what

cially the character, that will enable them 
to hold high the renown of this ancient 
lseat of learning by doing useful service 
for the Nation.

“The second point upon which I_ wish 
to ek is the matter of sport. Now I 
shall not be suspected of a tendency un- 
duly to minimize the importance of sport. 
I believe heartily in sport. I believe in 
outdoor games, and I do not mind in the 
least that they are rough games, or that 
those,who take part in them are occasion- 
ally injured. 


“I have no sympathy whatever with the | 


overwrought sentimentality which would 
keep a youug man in cotton wool, and I 
have a hearty contempt for him if he 
counts a broken arm or collar bone as of 
serious consequence, when balanced 


against the chance of showing that he| 


possesses hardihood, physical address, and 

courage. 

‘But when these injuries are inflicted by 
others, either wantonly or of set design, 
we are confronted by the question, not of 
damage to one man’s body, but of damage 
to the other man’s character. Brutality 
in playing a game should awaken the 
heartiest and most plainly shown con- 
tempt for the player guilty of it; espe- 
cially if this brutality is coupled with a 
low cunning in committing it~without get- 
ting caught by the umpire. 

*“*T hope to see both graduate and under- 
graduate opinion come to scorn such a 
man as one guilty of base and dishonor- 
able action, who has no place in the re- 
gard of gallant and upright men. 

‘It is a bad thing for any college man 
to grow to regard sport as the serious 
business of life. It is a bad thing to per- 
mit sensationalism and hysteria to shape 
the development of our sports. 

“And, finally, it is a much worse thing 
to permit college sport to become in any 
shape or way tainted by professionalism, 
or by so much as the slightest suspicion 
of money making; and this is especially 
true if the professionalism is furtive, if 

| the boy or man violates the spirit of the 
rule while striving to keep within the 
letter. 

‘* Professional sport is all right in its 
way. I am giad to say that among my 
friends I number professional boxers and 
wrestlers, oarsmen, and baseball men, 
whose regard I value, and whom in turn 
I regard as thoroughly good citizens. 

‘* But the college undergraduate who, in 
furtive fashion, becomes a semi-profes- 
sional, is an unmitigated curse, and that 
not alone to university life and to the 
cause of amateur sport; for the college 
graduate ought in after years to take the 
lead in putting the business morality of

** Moreover, the spirit which puts so ex- 
cessive a value upon his work as to pro- 
duce this semi-professional is itself un- 
healthy.

HOLDS UP McNICHOL’S PAY. 
Mayor Weaver Declares He Has 


Charged Contract Extras Illegally. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—Mayor 
Weaver caused another sensation in 
investigation into contracts for construc- 
tion of the $25,000,000 filtration system 
to-day when, he ordered the Director of 


Public Works not to pay any warrants 
submitted for work or material furnished 
by Daniel J. McNichol under a certain 
contract until he had further investigated 
the work done and the justness and hon- 
esty of claims. 

The Mayor, in his order, threatened tc 
sue the contractor, and intimated that if 
a crime had’ been committed he wouid 
seek to have the offenders punished. 

The Mayor declares that John W. Hill, 
formerly Chief of the’ Bureau of Filtra- 
tion, who is under $10,000 bail on the 
charge of forgery and falsification in con- 
nection with filtration work, recommend 
ed that extra excavation be made and 
filled with an inferior material at the ex- 
pense of the city, whereas the contract 
provided that. the cost. of such work 
should fall on the contractor. The 
ommendation was approved by W. C. 
Haddock, director of public works under 
Mavor Ashbridge. The Mayor asserts tha: 
MeNichol got $28,349 for the extra ma- 
terial, whereas he should have put in 
good material to the value of 233,039 at 
his own expense. 

The Mayor also observes that the con- 
tractors bid was $1,146,000, whereas ‘it 
appears from papers on file in the chief 
engineer's office that the detailed esti- 
mate of the engineer of the cost of this 
work was $495,542."

The Britis: riverside frequenters believe 
that the Laanders will win, but many of 
the experts do not hesitate to admit that 
for the first time the cup is really in dan- 
ger. Those. who look to see the Vespers 
beaten are largely swayed by national 
prejudice ang partisanship. 

“It's America against Pngland, and 
America is gwing to win,” said a member 
of the Vespews this afternoon. Further 
inquiries found! the entire crew animated 
by the same spirit. They all possess the 
same confidence and determination. They 
are a gritty lot, tremendously gritty, and 
it is this fact that worries the Britishers. 
They have made up their minds to carry 
the cup home with them. “ We've got to 
do it,” they say. 

The crew rowwd down the river this 
afternoon in magnificent form, driving 
their boat through the water with won- 
derful speed, and it seems they must win. 
There is nothing on the River Thames 
that begins to look as pretty as the Ves-

Thorn proudly watched the boat go by, 
and then cabled to America that success 
was certain. 

A number of the qld Leander men who

“We went to a lawn f&ie this afternoon,” 
said President Thorn, ‘but he added re- 
flectively , “I don’t think we are what 
you would call a pink fea crew.” Presi- 
dent Thorn and the mem bers of the Ves- 
pers this afternoon were .elected honorary 
members of the Leander ¢"lub. 

““We have only one crew to beat and I 
think we can do it,” was Coach Demp- 
sey’s verdict after the cresw came in from 
practice.

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. | 


Reviewing the situation in the iron trade | 
The Iron Age says: | 


Very little has occurred during the past week 
calculated to throw light upon the tendencies 
which are shaping the market. Those who | 
watch the water rushing into the mill are! 
satisfied. Others who study the reports of | 
rainfall over the watershed are more doubtful, | 
It certainly has not rained orders very hard | 
for some time past, and while the great ma- 
ority take that fact philosophically a few are 
ecoming a little uneasy. In foundry pig tron 
the markets have weakened further to $11.25 
for No.2 Birmingham, The buying movement has | 
not yet set in. How much longer it can be post- 
poned is the question. Many consumers are 
pretty well covered, well into the third quar- | 
ter, the furnaces being eprrenpentinsty booked. | 
Still pig iron is accumulating at the furnace 
banks, and the demand for pig iron for steel 
making purposes in particular in the Central 
West is light. The statement is emphatically 
made by the highest authorities that the 
leading interest needs no outside tron for July. 
Reports from other sources to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The conditions in raw material are not 
readily reflected in the finished branches with 
their “‘ official ’’ prices. The big mills, in the | 
heavy lines. are busy for months to come, and | 
fn some instances are crowded beyond capacity, | 
so that they must dole out the product with 
the aim to placate the maximum number of 
irate. customers. But that is not true in all | 
branches or in all parts of the country. 

There are prospects of additional work from 
the lake shipbuilding yards. The railroads are 
still buying, and large building operations in 
nearly all our great cities are flourishing. 

The independent manufacturers of sheets and 
of bars have declined to sign the scale pre- 
sented by the Amalgamated Association, and it 
looks as though we were heading for a strike, 
with the odds heavily vgainst the men, 

Reports are current that some of the promi- 
nent mills are extending and renewing some of 
the low-priced contracts on sheets and bars | 
made some time since. 

There aré no particularly interesting develop- 
ments in the export trade, which is being 
pushed vigorously, and which promises to be 
larger than ever before.

Orders for steel rails continue to add larger 
tonnage than to those for any other kind of 
finished material, although the demand fo; 
structural shapes and for plates is strong. The 
principal orders for rails from steam railroads 


and eléctric lines follow: 

Vanderbilt system, 25,000 tons; Wabash. 
5,000; Toledo and Chicago Interurban, 550; 
Long Island, 2,500; Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, 300; trolley lines in Cleveland dis- 
trict, 5,000: trolley Iines in the East, 10,000. 

There is keen interest concerning steel bars. 
Most of the large buyers made the contracts 
which expired on July 1, at $26 a ton, Pitts- 
burg, while some who came into the market 
later contracted at $28, and still others at $29. 
The present price is $30. Buyers have been 
holding off, refusing to make contracts, and 
have intimated that $08 would be a satisfactory 
price. The principal manufacturers have, how- 
ever, declared that there will be no concession, 
and that $30 will be the price for new business. 
Buyers are endeavoring to have old contracts 
extended, but sellers have positively refused to 
make any extension of contracts at $26. Some 
extensions of contracts at higher prices may be 
granted, but the principal producer has not 
yet made even this concession, and is not 
ready to announce what it will do. 

Pig iron has touched lower prices, and both 
Bessemer and Basic are now selling at $14, | 
Valley furnace. This price was made on a sale 
of 1,000 tons. Tt has also become known that 
about three weeks ago a sale of malleable was 
made, the iron to be shipped from the Valley | 
to Detroit, at $13.80, furnace. 

Southern iron is selling freely at $11.50, and 
it Is rumored that $11.25 has been named. 

The conference of representatives of the 
Amalgamated Association and the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Company is in progress. 
The employes are apparently of the opinion 
that the company is anxious for an excuse to 





sever all relations, and the prospect is that on 
account of that apinion the demands of the 
company will be complied with.

An amateur scientist, 
whose knowledge would 
indeed be impressive if 
it equaled his own confit- 
dence in its extent, cool- 
ly referred, this week, to what he called 
“the much-discussed fact that civilization 
interferes with natural selection and the 
elimination of the unfit.’ Of course there 
is no such fact, and the much discussion 
is only the expansion of a delusion. ‘ Nat- 
ural selection,” if there is such a thing, 
must “by definition’ be an inviolable 
law with which man, civilized or bar- 
barian, can no more interfere by his little 
experiments than he can change the law 
of falling bodies by inventing balloons. 
Yet scientists who are not altogether ama- 
teurs will say, or at least allow their 
pupils to conclude, that poor, frail mor- 
tals are more or less superior to the law 
that governs other animals and plants.

| Surely, when any type survives as a type, 


its survival is proof of its superiority to 
that which perished. Under the theory, 
man is himself the descendant of miser- 
able little Eocene mammals that must 
have been viewed with lofty disdain by 
the great saurians. In the same way, the 
types we credit* with superiority may 
not be as fit for future needs as we think, 
and present needs have nothing to do with 
the question except as it affects indi- 
viduals.

You speak as if these revelations bore 
}only upon a few individuals and a partic- 
| ular corporation, but surely this {s an in- 
| adeuate lesson to draw from the facts. 
| The Equitable Life Assurance Society | 
|is no ordinary company. It controls funds | 
| valued at hundreds of millions of dollars. 
It is the creator of trust companies and 
banks. Its ramifications extend through- 
out the financial world. Its Directors 
have always included the most distin- 
guished leaders of the business world, and 
the most deeply incriminated officials are 
men of the class which the Chamber of 
Commerce most delights to honor. 

Is it not a perfectly fair inference that 
these ‘‘ Equitable’ methods are good av- 
erage samples of the manner in which 
the other great financial institutions of 
Wall Street are managed? Mr. Lawson's 
articles, Miss Tarbell's book, and many 
another pointer indicate the Same proba- 
bility, and it seems almost unfair to pick 
out particular individuals for animadver- 
sion, when the evils are inherent in the 
system. Human nature cannot stand the 
Ztrain of managing such enormous accu- 
mulations of other people’s earnings. 
Never, in any period of the world’s his- 
tory when such accumulations have ex- 
isted, has it met the test, and it is idle 
}to suppose that even such conspicuous | 
|moralists as Mr. Ryan and Mr. Morton} 
can succeed in changing human nature. 

The evil consists in the accumyplations 
themselves, and the way to preveht them 
is to abolish the various monopolies upon 
which they depend. Trace any one of 
these swollen streams to its source, and 
you are sure to find ejther monopoly or 
fraud. It is a comparative waste of time 
to pay much attention to the doings of 
Mr. Alexander and the Hydes. The fun- 
damental wrong is the opportunity which 
we give them—the unjust lever of mo- 
nopoly which we ourselves place in their 
hands.

May God always 
protect her; besides I leave her every- 
thing which might come to me in the 
future. In America I only possess values 
easy to be realized. In England I am a 
stockholder in the house of L. Gueret, 
Limited; the shares cannot be sold with- 
out first being offered to the company it- 
self. In France I am the owner without 
usufruct of the farm Les Brefs, and of 
the dwelling Les Brefs, with dependen- 
cies, &c., the legacy of my loved 
father.” 

He mentions annuities due him under 
his father's will, and under the will of 
his uncle, Stanislaus, which are now be- 
ing paid to his mother, who resides in 
France, and begs that his mother “ agree 
with my well-beloved Ada.”’ 

Upon the death of his mother all the 
French estates are to go to his wife, Ada. 

The executors named in the will are 
Edward K. Jones and Edward J. Ber- 
wind. 

They are directed to ay without delay 
after the testator’s death 25,000f. to Mme. 
Melanie Dutrannoit, dwelling at the Villa 
Welcome at Precy, (Oise.) The testator 
says that this is the only special legacy 
he has to make, all the remainder of his 
fortune going to his wife.

Led a Faction Against Him in 
Disciples of Christ Church. 


MRS. GRANNIS IS DEFIANT 


2 
Says at a Stormy Meeting That She 
Won’t Quit—Dr. Denham May Re- 
consider His Resignation. 


The trouble in the First Church of the 
Disciples of Christ, which began months 
ago, came to a head last night when the 
pastor, the Rew B. Q. Denham, tendered 
his resignation. The pastor was asked 
almost unanimously to reconsider his res- 
ignation, and Mrs. Elizabeth B. Grannis 
of the Social Purity League, who has 
led the faction against him, was asked to 
withdraw from the church. 

The meeting was held behind closed 
doors. When the Grannis resolution was 
introduced the cheering was so tumultu- 
ous that the sexton was hurried to the 
front of the church to close the doors and 
keep the sound of the proceedings from 
reaching the street, where a large crowd 
had gathered. 

When the resolution asking the pastor 
to reconsider his resignation was intro- 
duced ten voted against it. A few min- 
utes later five asked leave to change their 
votes. The Grannis resolution brought 
out the same show of hands, five voting 
against it. Of these two later asked to be 
recorded as not voting. . 

After the excitement had subsided Mrs. 
Grannis got the floor. She sald she had 
been a member of the church for forty- 


five years and did not propose to resign | 


her membership, which was for life.

Creditors of Knight, Donnelly & Co. 
Find Large Liabilities. 


| CHICAGO, June 28.—Liabilities of the 
failed grain and stock brokerage firm of 
Knight, Donnelly & Co. will aggregate not 
far from $3,000,000. The assets may sum 
up $2,500,000, although they may dwindle 
considerably owing to the character of 
many of the loans made by the firm. 

The assets are made up largely of 
stocks, many of them not listed. Some 
are securities in promoting schemes, such 
as gas companies in small towns, which 
the firm undertook to float. Notes of 
hand, for money borrowed from friends 
and business associates, aggregate $500,<- 
000 of the liabilities. 

The magnitude of the failure was dis- 
covered at a meeting of the creditors to- 
day. Upon comparison of the bank ace 
counts, the total was found to far ex- 
ceed all previous estimates. 

Newell C. Knight, the senior partner of 
the firm, returned from Colorado to-day 
and immediately was closeted with the 
receiver and the creditors’ attorneys. He 
said that the failure had come as a com- 
plete surprise, and he could not talk 
about it until he had examined the books 
and accounts.

Mr. Christie went into a long history of 
the row. He said that Mrs. Grannis had 
some two months ago called a meeting at 
her house of the league, of which she is 
the head, and had invited Dr. Denham to 
be present. He was ill and sent a tele- 
gam of regret. Since that time, Mr. 
Christie said, there had been trouble. 
Mrs. Grannis, he said, did everything 
she could to foment bad feeling between 
the pastor and his flock. 

“We regret,”” said Mr. Christie, “ that 
such a step as asking for the resignation 
of a member should be necessary, but 
when one becomes as obnoxious as Mrs. 
Grannis has been, it is time that one was 
asked to get out for the good of the 
many.” 

The Rev. Mr. Denham then made an 
address, which soop had the majority of 
the women weeping. He spoke of his 
pleasant relations with his flock until 
Mrs. Grannis stirred up strife, and said that 
when he had had trouble in a police court 


action, Mrs. Grannis was the only one of |- 


the congregation that had not sympa- 
thized with him and offered support. It 
was this that brought out the Grannis 
resolution, and when it was read the wo- 
men jumped upon chairs, and, waving 


their handkerchiefs, cheered hysterically. 
Mrs. Grannis sat through it all with a 
smile on her face and did not leave the 
meeting until it was over. 

A resolution was passed conferring upon 
the Trustees of the church the power to 
act in the matter of the resignation. The 
Rev. Mr. Denham asked for time to con- 
sider the matter. He said that his prepara- 
tions to go into business had progressed 
so far that they could not be abandoned 
suddenly without great personal loss and 
inconvenience. It had been his intention 
to go into the growing of oranges in 
Florida, and several members of the 
church had formed with him a syndicate 
to float the enterprise. 

Several members of the Board of Trus- 
tees expressed the hope last night that 
they would be able to prevail upon the 

astor to withdraw his resignation and 
eave to his sons the management of his 
business venture.

FOUR HURT BY HEAVY BLAST. 


Shower of Broken Glass and Rocks 
from an Excavation In Harlem. 


Four persons were injured yesterday by 
a shower of rocks and broken glass sent 
flying a hundred feet in the air by a 
heavy blast in an excavation for a new 
building on One Hundred and First Street, 
between Third and Lexington Avenues. 
Dozens of windows were smashed in the 
surrounding tenements. The injured were 
Mrs. Delia Hyland, 194 East One Hundred 
and First Street; Ernest Herrman of 198 
East One Hundred and First Street; Ed- 
ward Johnson, three years old, of 188 East 
One Hundred and First Street, and Emma 
Gribben, fourteen years old, of 190 East 
One Hundred and First Street.

WOOTEN FOUND GUILTY 
OF STEALING CHECK 


Mathews Liable, Too, If He Didn’t 
Repay, Court Says. 


JURY OUT NINETY MINUTES 


Justice Davy Asked the Jurymen to 
Consider What Object Rothschild 
Would Have in Lying. 


John W. Wooten, formerly counsel for 
David Rothschild, the banker-convict, was 
found guilty of larceny in the first degree 
yesterday, after the jury that has heard 
his case in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court had been out less than 
ninety minutes. The charge on which he 
was tried was the conversion to his own 
use of a check for $1,000 handed him by 
Rothschild. 

Armitage Mathews, the secretary of the 
Republican County Committee and former 
attorney for the Bankers’ Surety Company 
of Cleveland, took the stand in the trial 
and testified that he had received the 
check which Wooten was accused of steal- 
ing; that he had cashed it, and that he 
had returned the money obtained on it to 
Rothschild. This was denied by Roths- 
child. 

Mathews is under indictment jointly 
with Wooten and Lawyer Samuel I. Fer- 
guson for having looted the Weisell estate, 
of which Rothschild was temporary ad- 
ministrator, to the extent of $71,500. The 
indictment on which Wooten has just 
been tried and convicted was wholly 
separate from the blanket conspiracy in- 
dictment, and it did not include Mathews. 

In his charge to the jury, Justice Davy 
said, concerning Mathews’s part in the 
affair: 

“There is no conflict between the wit- 
nesses On both sides as to the making of 
the check and the dellvery to the defend- 
ant. Wooten admits getting the check for 
the purpose alleged and says he delivered 
it to Mathews, an agent of the surety 
company. The agent admits that he re- 
ceived the check. It appears that the 
surety Company never received a cent of 


the money. Mathews said he received the 
money and paid it back to Rothschild. If 
he obtained the money, why did he not 
turn it over to the company and why did 
he pay it back to Rothschild? 

“The case, therefore, comes down. to a 
very narrow compass, which is: Was the 
money paid back to Rothschild? If 
Mathews did not do it, he is as liable as 
the defendant. Rothschild, who has since 
been convicted of crime, swears that the 
money was not returned to him. Here is 
a man growing old eon and broken 
down in prison. What object has he to le 
on the witness stand? You must consider 
his testimony irrespective of the fact that 
he is a convict. You saw him on the 
stand, and you must judge as to his hon- 
onty from all the circumstances.”’ 

Yhen the jury returned into court at 1 
o'clock and the foreman had announced 
the yerdict, Lawyer E. E. Baldwin, coun- 
sel for the defendant, asked for a ll, 
the result of which showed that the jury 
was unanimous. An adjournment until 
2:30 o'clock was then taken. When the 
court opened again, Mr. Jerome moved 
that sentence be not passed until July 10, 
because he desired to place before the 
court documents bearing on the transac- 
tion for which Wooten had just been con- 
victed as well as on others. 

“There is no more unpleasant task for 
the District Attorney,’’ Mr. Jerome said, 
“than to lay before the court matters 
tending to eapravate asentence. But this 
I have to do in the present case.” 

He then said he would furnish counsel 
for the defense with copies of the docu- 
ments in question in order to enable him 
to file affidavits in rebuttal. Justice Davy 
granted the motion, and Wooten was re- 
manded to the Tombs in the meantime. 
The maximum punishment for the crime 
of which Wooten has been convicted is 
ten years’ imprisonment. 


TICKER TAPE IN JURY BOX. 


Cotton Broker Sitting in a Murder 
Trial Allowed to Receive Quotations. 


Barton 8. Castles, a Cotton Exchange 
broker, who is a juror in a murder trial 
before Judge Foster in General Sessions, 
received cotton market quotations and 
heard testimony at the same time yes- 
terday. 

When the trial began yesterday morn- 
ing he asked Judge Foster to permit him 
to receive the quotations. 

“Don’t you think that if you receive 
these messages they will distract your at- 
tention from the trial and prevent you 
from giving the case fair attention?” 
asked Judge Foster. 

“On the contrary,” answered Mr. Cas- 
tles, ‘‘I shall be able to give much better 
attention to the case, if I am kept in- 
formed of what is going on in the market 
and am not worried about what is doing 
there for lack of information."
